FIGHT FOR MOSCOW . 


BERLIN, Monday.—The Russians 
to-day continued attacking the German 
lines in the region of Rostov-on-Don, 


jt was stated, while the Germans con- 
tinued to hammer at Moscow. German 
dispatches said that waves of Russian 
attackers at Rostov were still striking 
blow after blow. The Germans 
claimed it was an attack ‘“‘of great 
recklessness, Which is depleting the 
enemy's strength at a terrific rate.” 

A general picture of the situation 
indicated that ‘‘hordes of Russians were 
blocking the way to the Caucasus and 
striving mightily to reach Taganrog, 
which the Germans denied had been 
captured. 

A German military spokesman 
cjaimed to-day that the most advanced 
German soldiers could ‘‘ see Moscow 
with the aid of good field glasses.’’

SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
States:—‘‘ During December 1 our 
troops fought the enemy on all fronts.

On 
the Rostov sector Soviet troops con- 
tinued their pursuit of the German 
forces. Much booty was captured. On 
November 30, 59 German planes were 
destroyed. We lost 17 On December 
1, four German ‘planes were brought 
down by A.A. guns near Moscow.”’ 

“On November 30 our Air Force 
destroyed, or put out of action, 215 
German tanks, six armoured cars, an 
unknown number of lorries, with 
troops and ammunition; 34 field guns, 
20 trench mortars, and 400 lorries, with 
military equipment ; five field kitchens, 
and a large fuel dump.

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DUBLIN “ BLUE 
LAGOON ” 


“PLANS UNDER 
CONSIDERATION ” 


T was revealed at last night’s 
| meeting of the Dublin Corporation 

that plans for a miniature “ Blue 
Lagoon’’ scheme at Dollymount are 
being considered by the Local Govern- 
ment Department. 

Alderman A. Byrne, T.D., moved 
that the Council recommend to the 
City Manager the desirability of easing 
the burdens of the unemployed by the 
immediate inauguration of relief work, 
containing a 75 per cent. wages con- 
tent—for instance, ‘‘the clearing of 
the disused tram route between Dolly- 
mount and Raheny in preparation for a 
new road to Howth, keeping in mind 
tlle possibilities of the Blue Lagoon 
as a post-war development, giving con- 
siderable employment.” — 

In view of the fact that men were 
going away and breaking up their 
families because suitable work was not 
provided for them, Alderman Byrne 
said that the Corporation ought to get 
what Government grants they could in 
order to start relief schemes that would 
show good results. The coastal road 
scheme was only one of many that 
would provide much unskilled work.

Mr. M. O'Sullivan said that he had 
learned unofficially that plans were 
pretty well laid for a miniature Blue 
Lagoon, including a road, which would 
bear vehicular traffic, from Watermill 
lane across to the Bull Island.

DR. GOEBBELS ON 
-“BLITZKRIEG ” 
“BRITAIN ON WAY TO 


DEFEAT” 
D R. GOEBBELS gave his 


conception of a ' Blitz- 
krieg " at Berlin University to- 
day, where he summed up the 
present state of the German 


war of liberation,” says a 
Reuter telegram from Berlin of 
Monday s date. 


‘* What abroad is called the 
Blitzkrieg is nothing more than 
the ingenious combination o 

rn politics and modern war 
leadership, he said. | When 
we once have victory in our 
hands, it will be the result of 
the highest collective effort of 
all the forces of all our people. 

Speaking of the danger threatened 
to Germany’ in the East by the 
‘destructive forces of Bolshevism 
and in the West by the “ claim of the 
democracies to domination,’’ Dr. 
Goebbels told his hearers that “ never 
in our history were our national 
chances so favourable, never did the 
stakes promise such success, as to-day. 
We were never so well equipped as 
now.” 

“ After two years of war,” asked 
Dr. Goebbels, “how will England 
conquer, or, better still, what can she 
do to avoid being conquered? - 

Of Britain, Dr. Goebbels said: “I 
am not one of those fantastic illusionists 
who envisage the collapse of the 
British Empire to-morrow, or the day 
after. What it has taken centuries to 
build does not collapse in a few 
months. It will still need several hard 
blows to shake this Colossus with the 
feet of clay. What is ae agp is the 
fact that Britain is already on the way 
to deféat: . . The British and American 
arms industries are, certainly, working 
at fall pitch; but does Britain think 
that the German allied or European 
armament factories working for us are 
waiting or holding back? Great 
Britain would have collapsed in the 
autumn of 1940 if Mr. Churchill and 
his advisers had not had the help of 
Moscow and the United States. i 

“ Britain,” he added, “had mis- 
calculated everything. Revolution had 
not broken out in the Reich or m 
occupied territories. According to the 
situation at present, a British return 
to the Continent was absolutely out 
of the question. A German victory, 
he ; Was on the way.”

MARSHAL PETAIN and 
Admiral Darlan left for 
the Occupied 7one on Sunday 
night to meet a '' high German 
personality, _ says Vichy News 
gency, which adds an uncon- 
firmed report that the talks 
would be in the neighbourhood 
of Orleans. 

With Marshal Pétain was his private 
secretary. M. Bernard Menetrel; his 
orderly officer, Major Bonhomme, and 
an ‘interpreter. Accompanying Admiral 
Darlin was Major Fontaine, his orderly 
officer. 

This will be the second talk with 
the Germans in which Marshal Pétain 
has taken part since the armistice. 


BERLIN REPORT 


Marshal Pétain had a meeting to- 
day with Field-Marshal Goering at 8t. 
Florentin-Vergigny, about miles 
south-east of Paris, in occupied France, 
says a Reuter telegram from Berlin 
last night. A Paris despatch says 
merely that they “had a long discus- 
sion on matters of interest to Germany 
and France.” 

An inspired statement issued in 
Berlin says that Marshal Pétain’s visit 
has caused no surprise. “ Naturally ”’ 
political circles attach considerable 
importance to it, but they ‘“‘abstam 
from all conjecture as to its nature.’ 


The statement recalls that a recent 
article in the Paris L’@uvre by 
Marcel Deat (who was shot and 


wounded at the same time as Laval) 
stressed the urgent necessity for an 
‘“‘adequate active defence’’ of the 
Veeath Colonial Empire. 

The meeting follows a flood of 
rumours that Vichy is prepared to 
grant Hitler use of North African 
bases, and possibly other military 
concessions as the price for France’s 
admission to‘the “ New Order.” Some 
reports suggest that the Germans have 
made this a condition for the release 
of French prisoners of war.—(Reuter.) 

According to the Swiss Radio, 
Admiral Darlan was also present at the 
interview.—Reuter. 

Reports said that the meeting was 
held in the presence of Otto Abetz, 
German Ambassador to France; 
Fernand de Brinon, French Envoy m 
Paris; Admiral Darlan, Vice-Premier, 
and Herr Von Ribbentrop shortly 
before midday yesterday, says th: 
Associated Press. 

The subjects discussed were not dis- 
closed. 

A sem1-official commentator with con- 
nections with the Wilhelmstrasse 
asserted last night in Berlin that ' the 
principle of co-operation in the spirit 
of the New Order has been unmistake- 
ably intensified’ as a result of the 
Goering-Pétain conversations. — (‘The 
Associated Press.) 


FRENCH COMMUNIQUE 


Fernand de Brinon, Marshal Petajn’s 
Ambassador in Paris, in a communiqué 
issued to the Paris Press last night, 
said that Marshal Pétain and Field- 
Marshal Goering '- had a long copver- 
sation on questions interesting to Ger- 
many and France ” at Saint Florentin, 
in the Yonne Department, 80 miles 
south-east of Paris. 

De Brinon issued the statement as he 
returned from the meeting.—(Asso- 
ciated Press.) 

** Following the meeting at Montoire 
on October 25, 1940, and the inter- 
view between Herr Hitler and Admiral 
Darlan at Berchtesgaden on May 10, 
1941, to-day’s conversations mark a 
further milestone in the history of 
Franco-German relations since the 
Armistice,’’ said the statement. “This 
meeting between two great soldiers, 
taking the form of a military ceremony, 
has been ardently desired by the Chief 
of the French State. It enabled him 
to see once more the man he had 
already met before the war, whose 
virile openness and vigorous ,broadness 
of outlook he had already known. 

“The work of reconstructing France 
and integrating her into Europe is 
long, as the Marshal himself. has ex- 
plained, and requires great patience 
and tenacity. But the stake is so vast 
and so worth while—as it is a qfestion 
of defending the fate and destiny of 
future generations—that it would be 
criminal to allow oneself to be turned 
aside by difficulties met with in any 
undertaking of this scope.’’ 


HITLER TO MEET 
FRANCO? 


MADRID, Monday.—Spanish diplo- 
matic circles hinted at the possibility 
of an early meeting between Herr 
Hitler and General Franco. It was 
recalled here that Herr Hitler conferred 
with General Franco in October, 1940, 
on the Franco-Spanish border after

“ITALIAN DIVISION PURSUED” 


The battle is being fought in three 
main areas—firstly, the main front 
south-east of Tobruk, in which British 
forces advancing from the east linked 
up with the column from Tobruk; 
secondly, the frontier area from Hal- 
faya to positions north of Sidi Omar, 
and, thirdly, the south-western area 
around Jalo. British armoured forces 
have destroyed half the remaining 
tanks of the Italian Ariete Division, 
which has fied northwards, with 
British mobile columns in _ pursuit. 
Meanwhile the R.A.F. is continuing to 
pound and harass the Axis concentra- 
tions, and in a series of successful 
raids on Sunday 18 Axis aircraft were 
destroyed and considerable damage 
inflicted on columns, supply dumps and 
bases. 

From dawn, November 18,: to mid- 
night, November 30. 176 Axis -’planes 
have been destroyed, 92 of them in air 
battles. 

Although larger numbers of Axis 
aircraft are now appearing over the 
large triangle forming the land battle 
area in Libya, says Reuter, the 
Imperial Air Forces still. hold mastery 
in the air. Sunday’s aerial combat 
over El Gobi, 30 to 40 miles due south 
of Tobruk, described authoritatively as 
having been “ pretty fierce,” 15 Axis 
aircraft being shot down, is strong 
evidence of this. The honours are 
equally shared by the R.A.F. and the 
Australian Air Force, which, together 
with South African squadrons, continue 
not only to protect and assist the land 
forces, but also to seek and engage 
Axis 'planes before they get a chance 
to go on their missions. 


THE PENETRATION 


The extent. of General Rommel’s 
perietration inte British lines is not 
yet known, but heavy fighting is goin 
on and the Tobrnk Corridor sti 
open. The German onslaught developed 
from th west and ir galling The 
initial attack was from the west, but, 
this having failed. General Rommel 


tried a similar and heavier manceuvre 


from the south-west It was during 
this sec.nd attempt that the Germans 
broke in, The weather remains fairly 
good, although there was some rain on

The German success at Sidi Rezegh 
was short-lived; for in authoritative 
circles in London yesterday it was 
learned that since the receipt of the 
ocmmuniqué the German infantry had 
been thrown back by a counter- 
attack so that the position there has 
been established once more. The in- 
fantry engaged in this operation were 
probably Germans brought up in lorries 
and slipped through from the East 
some three days ago They supported 
the attack from the West by the 15th 
Armoured Division. Bitter fighting 
still continues in this area. 

In the frontier zone, where British 
troops are concentrating upon the 
elimination of pockets of resistance in 
the face of determined opposition, it 
is pointed out that the majority of the 
defenders in that area are Italians. 


THE REPORTS 


Yesterday’s Middle East communiqué 
ays :— 

af The battle in Cyrenaica has now 
definitely resolved itself into three 
main areas—firstly, the main front 
south-east of Tobruk, in which our 
forces advancing from the east joined 
up with the British forces which made 
the successful sally from the fortress ; 
secondly, the frontier area ee 
from Sillees to positions north of Sidi 
Omar, and, thirdly, the south-western 
on Jalo area. 

““On the main front (El Duda, Sidi 
Rezegh, Bir el Hamed) intensive fight- 
ing continued throughout yesterday. 
During the morning an enemy tank 
attack from the west was repulsed b 
our armoured forces due south of Sidi 
Rezegh. ter our armoured forces 
turned on the Italian Ariete Division 
to the east and destroyed about half 
the remaining tanks of this formation, 
which then fled northwards, pursued 
by British mobile columns. 

““In the afternoon German infantry, 
with tank support, again attacked our 
positions about Sidi Rezegh, where 
they were successful in making a pene- 
tration into our defences. Bitter fight- 
ing continues in this area, 


“In the frontier zone our troops i 


are now concentrating upon the elimi- 
nation of pockets of resistance in the 
face of determined opposition by the 
German defenders. 

‘‘ Throughout the day our air forces 
closely supported our ground forces by 
heavy, and persistent attacks on enemy 
troops and concentrations of vehicles 
in the area between El Adem and FI 
Duda. Observed results of our bomb- 
ing and more fiying attacks were 
highly satisfactory. On the southern 
and western areas our mechanised 
columns are continuing their opera- 
tions.’’ 

Yesterday’s R.A.F. Middle East | 
communiqué states :— 

*‘In close co-operation with the 
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Imperial land forces, our bomber and 
fighter aircraft carried out a series of 
successful operations in Libya on Sun- 
day, in the course of which eighteen 
enemy aircraft were destroyed and 
considerable damage was inflicted on 
enemy columns on the battle area. 

“ Over El Gobbi a combined force 
of Royal Air Force and Royal Aus- 
tralian Air Force fighters intercepted 
a formation of JU 885s, G 50s., Macchi 
C 200s and ME. 109s. In the aerial 
battle which followed six G 50s, six 
Macchi C. 200s and three JU 87s were 
shot down, and many others of the 
enemy aircraft were severely damaged. 
Three of our fighters were lost, but all 
the pilots are safe. 

“A further force of our fighters at- 
tacked the landing ground at Mar- 
tuba, where two aircraft were de- 
stroyed on the ground and others 
damaged. An ammunition dump and 
tents were hit and casualties inflicted 
on enemy personnel. Vehicles on the 
road near Martuba were also effec- 
tively machine-gunned. 

In the Sidi Rezegh and El Duda 
regions, as well as slong the road lead- 
ing from EI Adem to El] Duda, heavy 
bombing raids were made on columns 
of enemy motor transport. es 
vehicles were destroyed or overturned, 
and explosions and fires were observed. 
In an attempt by enemy aircraft to 
raid one of our landing grounds a 
U 88 was shot down, three members 
of the crew being captured. 


GENERAL ROMMEL 
LEADS ATTACK 


Reuter’s Special Correspondent, with 
an armoured corps in Libya, stated last 
night :—General Rommel is believed to 
be leading the two German and one 
Italian divisions now throwing almost 
their full weight against the New 
Zealanders, who broke through towards 
Tobruk. This is taken as further 
evidence that the Germans attach vital 
importance to preventing the British 
main force from making permanent 
ground contact with Tobruk. 


THE CAPTURED 
GENERAL 


General von Ravenstein, General 
Officer Commanding the 2lst German 
Armoured Division, was captured 
while out on reconnaissance on the 
eastern sector of the battle around 
Tobruk, military sources said yester- 
day in Cairo. 

A small British mechanised column 
found him, and took him into the town. 
—(Associated Press. ) 

A Reuter telegram from Rome says: 
Colonel Giuseppe Casero has been 
appointed. Chief of Cabinet at the, 
Italian Air Ministry in place of General 
Urbani, who is to command the Italian 
Air Force in the battle zone, states the 
Italian News Agency. 

The weekly Bete Oficial del Lunes 
(Madrid) explains the present phase of 
the J.ibyan campaign as consisting in 
forcing the British attackers to ' ex- 
haust their reserves and retire beaten 
to the starting point.” The newspaper 
then suggests that new weapons, 
especially ‘‘the atomic bomb,” will 
win the war for Germany.— (Reuter. ) 


U.S. ENVOY’S 
ADVENTURE 


CAIRO, Monday.—Here to look over 
the execution of his plans for aid to 
Britain in the Middle-East under the 
Lease-Lend Act, Major-General George 
Brett, Chief of the United States Army 
Air Corps, said to-night that he found 
ál LEOR in '“excellent shape, ' and 
would not stay long. 

After electrifying his Press conference 
at the United States Legation with an 
account of his adventure over the 
Mediterranean, he said that when he 
was last in Egypt in October he made 
definite recommendations as to what 
aid America could give the R.A.F. in 
the Middle-East. ey were approved 
and were now being carried out. He 
had stopped at Cairo en route to 
America to see how they were going, 
and also probably to visit the Libyan 
front. 

General Brett was modest about the 
incident over the Mediterranean, and 
only spoke about it when prompted by 
reporters, and then brushed it off as of 
no importance.

NINETEEN AIRCRAFT MISSING 


Nineteen British 'planes failed to 
return from Sunday night's heavy raids 
on Hamburg, Emden, and other objec- 
tives in North-West Germany. 
Hamburg, where large fires ‘were 
caused, received more than 150 tons 
of bombs. 

“Strong forces of the Bomber Com- 
mand attacked enemy ports in North- 
West Germany on Sunday night,” said 
the Air Ministry communiqué. 

The mdin attack was at Hamburg, 
where, in bright moonlight, the docks 
and shipyards were heavily bombed, 
and many large fires left burning. 

“ A powerfal force attacked Emden, 
where good results were also seen. 
Objectives at Bremerhaven, Wilhelm- 
shaven, Kiel and Lubeck were bombed. 
and mines were laid in enemy water’. 

‘“‘ Coastal Command aircraft made 
low-level attacks on enemy shipping off 
the Dutch coast on Sunday night. Hits 
were obtained on a tanker and on 
several medium-sized supply ships, one 
of which was left sinking. 

“Nineteen aircraft of the Bomber 
Command, and one of the Coastal Com- 
mand, are missing.”’ ' 

This was the eighty-fourth raid on 
Hamburg, the previous one being on 
November 9, when more than a 
hundred bombers were in action. 

Describing the attack on Hamburg, 
the Air Ministry News Service says :— 

“ Bombing was persistent and 
accurate, and the attack went on for 
several hours írom about 7 o'clock 
onwards. In the dock area, individual 
buildings were seen to be well ablaze. 

‘* Several reports tell of the destrnc- 
tion at Emden. ‘ Sticks burst beside 
the target,’ says one, ‘a terrific blaze 
of fire started.’ ”’ 

It is anuounced that the crew of a 
bomber missing from Sunday night’s 
operations over Germany have been 
rescued and are safe in Britain.— (Press 
Association. ) 
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U.S. FREIGHTER 
TORPEDO ATTACK 
RUMOUR 


The United States freighter Macbeth 
was unofficially reported yesterday to 
have been torpedoed in the North 
Atlantic, says a Reuter telegram from 
New York last night. She was flying 
the Panamanian flag. 

The Macbeth belongs to the United 
States Marititze Commission. 

The Macbeth was formerly the 
Italian Ida EA (4,935 tons). One 
report says that she has been towed 
into a Canadian port. 

No official news is available, but 
shipping circles state “ something has 
happened to her. We don’t know 
what.”

All turkeys exported from Eire must 
go to the Association of Wholesale 

istributors of Imported Poultry and 
Rabbits, Ltd., an organisation con- 
trolled by the British Mistry of 
Food. The price which will be paid by 
the ‘Association has been agreed upon 
between the Department of Agriculture 
and the Ministry of Food, and will 
enable shippers of turkeys to pay up 
to 2s. a lb., live-weight, for properly- 
“a prime quality, straight-breasted 
birds. 

Owing to difficulties of transit, and 
of having large quantities of birds 
dressed and trussed, the Association 
has given instructions that not more 
than 60 per cent. of usual December 
‘shipments are tc be sent this Decem- 


ber. Producers. however, need not 
worry about this restriction, it 1s 
stated. 


If a producer's birds are not 
in a fully finished condition, or if local 
buyers are unable to take all supplies 
offered, the producers can safely hold 
somne over until after Christmas, when 
export prices will be no lower, and 
Britain will be prepared to take un- 
limited quantities. 

According to reports from country 
sources, several districts in Eire appear 
to have just as plentiful supplies as 
last year, and the total quantity avail- 
able should not be more than 8 to 10

NORTHERN IRELAND 
DENIAL 


The Northern Ireland Ministry of 
Agriculture issued a statement last 
night denying that negotiations with 
the British Food Ministry for the pur- 
chase of turkeys broke down because 
Northern Ireland producers had held 
out for a higher price ‘than Lord 
Wooiton was prepared to grant. 

The statement said:—' There have

tions broke down because the Northern

‘* There is no truth whatever im such 
statements. The position is that the 
Ministry of Agriculture of Northern 
Ireland, on behalf of the proaucers, 
reached complete agreement with the 
Food Minister. As far“as the Ministry 
of Agriculture is aware, the scheme 
broke down because the company which 
it was proposed should operate the 
scheme on behalf of the Food Ministry 
in Great Britain consider that the 
margin allowed, after paying Northern 
Ireland producers the same price as pro- 
ducers in Great Britain, was insufficient 
to cover the additional risks and costs 
of transport from Northern Ireland to 
Great Britain.” 

Many thousands of turkeys from 
Northern Ireland are reaching Britain 
through normal trade channels, and, as 
the price in Great Britain is controlled, 
they will be available at the maximum 
price.

Kamiral Sir Roger Keyes Lene areas 
unnoticed. The Admiral was appointed 
last July twelve-months to a s I 
post as Director of Combined Gpere- 
tions. At the time such enterprises 
were practically all the British could 
contemplate, beyond purely defensive 
measures—and Admiral eyes was, 
beyond any question, ‘‘the right man 
in the right place.” His post was 
abolished some six weeks ago; and the 
special units, known as Commandos— 
the organisation of which was one 
aspect of the Admiral’s work—were 
‘handed over to the Army.” There 
is no information as to what is to 
become of the specialised boats and 
gear that formed an essential part of 
their equipment. 

There have been during this year a 
more considerable number of these 
minor ‘‘Conjunct Expeditions ’’even of 
recorded ones—than might have been 
thought. Thus, there were two in the 
Lofoten Islands and one in Spitzbergen. 
There was one on Castelorizzo, on the 
other flank and one at Derna; while the 
Calabrian air-landing had a naval side 
as well. The latest of all was the 
attempt on the French coast last 
week. These small enterprises have 
small local aims—to blow up a dump, 
destroy a radio . station, fire a coal 
stock, etc. They sometimes succeed 
completely—but they can never fail 
completely. To quote the German 
Radio on the last one: “ The British 
have, no doubt, learned from this un- 
successful attempt that the German 
coast guards are constantly on the 
look-oat.”” Evidently the mare such 
raids are made and the more varied 
their type and scale, the more con- 
siderable the forces pinned down to 
purely passive defensive watching. 


ADMIRAL’S POLICY 


One gathers that Admiral Keyes 
favoured a forward policy in this re- 
gard—and one is at a loss to under- 
stand why his point of view has not 
been more generally adopted. It 
would be faulty if—but only if—it 
called on forces that could be better 
employed at some other place and in 
some more decisive way. Of. this, 
however, there does not seem to 
have been any question. These enter- 
prises are exactly similar in character 
to the trench raids and coups-de-main 
of the last war. But nobody ever 
found fault with these latter. More 
than that, they were normally carried 
out by troops with special aptitude and 
training, and who were provided with 
special equipment—just like the Com- 
mandos. The Germans, incidentally, 
did exactly the same in front of the 
Maginot Line during the winter of 
1930-40. It seems illogical to train 
parachutists and develop air-land co- 
operation and simultaneously decry sea- 
land work of a precisely similar kind. 
It is, for instance, conceivable that a 
judiciously-placed landing force, put 
ashore “somewhere in rear” of the 
Axis forces in Libya, might prove dis- 
tinctly helpful at the present moment. 

This line of thought is further stimu- 
lated by the latest British Admiralty 
information about submarine opera- 
tions in the Arctic. It is a very big 
achievement for two submarines to 
have sunk or damaged 14 ships, while 
further south British aircraft have been 
similarly busy. But the obvious deduc- 
tion is that the Germans are working 
tooth and nail to assemble a stron 
expeditionary force against Murmans 
and Archangel, so as to isolate Russia 
from the north, before the spring. 


‘WINTER IN RUSSIA 


There are several factors to be borne 
in mind when considering the possi- 
bilities of winter warfare in Russia. 
One very gc “og point—commonly 
ignored—is the duration of daylight. 


At the moment, in Ireland, we may 


| put this at 10 hours at the yery most 


—shortening to 9 in a month’s time. 
Comparing the location of Russia, we 
find Orel approximately in the latitude 
of Dublin and Tula in that of Belfast ; 
Moscow corresponds to Glasgow, and 
Leningrad to the Shetland Islands. So 
that continuity of effort would be very 
difficult, even if conditions of weather 
and terrain admitted of big-scale 
operations—which is very far from 
being the normal case. Consentiantly, 
the only advahces possible to. the 
Germans will be of a small, local 
character. -This will continue for 
several months, and it will be a 
question of what use the Allies make 
of these months. We can take it for 
granted that the Germans will not fail 
to make the most of them. 

Another point that is frequently 
overlooked is the progressive lengthen- 
ing of the battlefront. Roughly 
speaking, this is now half as fa 
again as when the German attac 
EN CN ofí some five months ago. This 
engthening of the front, combined 
with the lengthening of rearward 
communications, is bound to present 
sericus problems—problems which even 
the most efficient ‘‘ 8. and T.” Services 
will find it very hard to solve. The 
same problem caused enormous diffi- 
culties to the Austro-Germans in 
1917-18, although at that time the 
Russians had been beaten to a stand- 
still, which is by no means the case 
to-day. 


ROSTOV REVERSE 


It seems highly probable that the 
recent German reverse at Rostov-on- 
Don can be put down to this cause. 
The Russian account of this. was 
unusually full and circumstantial; and 
from this it would seem to have-been 
Kleist’s _highly-mechanised .army that 
was involved. The German account 
stressed guerrilla warfare and sabotage 
in rear. It is quite possible, therefore, 
that Kleist may have found himself 
short of vital supplies and in no condi- 
tion to stand up te a counter-stroke 
of the magnitude of that delivered by 
Timoshenko—1.e., two armies strong. 
The same sort of thing may happen 
elsewhere on the Russian front, owing 
to the same conditions obtaining. 

At the moment the Germans appear 
to be standing fast on the Leningrad 
sector and putting all their strength 
into the Moscow effort. Here they 
have gained, on balance, but nowise 
decisively. There have, on the 
contrary, also been Russian advances 
at some points. There was one Russian 
mention of Finnish troops in line this 
far south If correct, this would 
probably be with a view to utilising 
their winter-fighting technique for the 
more or less mobile operations in train 
before Moscow. It would also tie in 
with the supposition of a complete 
*‘Germanisation’’ of the Murmansk 
operation-sector. 


SUPPLIES FOR RUSSIA 


The Allies are pushing ahead 
measures for expanding the scope of 
the Persian railways in the matter of 
supplies. for the southern portion of 
the Russian front. Locomotives and 
rolling-stock are being forwarded in 
considerable quantities from several 
quarters, and two interesting instances 
of new construction are being pushed 
ahead. One of these is the linking u 
of Khorram Shahr, near Abadan, wit 
the Trans-Iranian railway by a spur- 
line seventy miles long: this means an 
additional port of good class for very 
little additional trouble. The other 
roject is the bridging of the gap 
meeumwó Kazvin, on the branch-line 
from Teheran and Tabriz, which is 
linked with the Russian system in the 
Caucasus. This is a much bigger job— 
a matter of some hundreds of miles. 
It would, however, have the advan- 
tage of eliminating trans-shipment 
delays on the Caspian Sea—while, of 
course, construction can be pushed 
simultaneously from both ends.

OBITUARY 


MR. JOHN O'NEILL 


Mr. John O'Neill, Uplands, Delgany, 
County Wicklow, whose death was 
announced yesterday, was one of the 
most prominent figures in Irish indus- 
try. . Businessman, company director 
Eist, financial expert, and Chi 

out, Mr. O'Neill's interests were as 
wide as his influence. Born in Carlow 
in 1874, Mr. O'Neill was founder of 
the Lucania Cycle Company the 
bicycles of which, seen on every Irish 
road, were popular with all, and parti- 
cularly with the Post Office officials, 
whose contract the Lucania Works sup- 
plied exclusively. An active mover at 
the time of the tariff on imported 
assembled motor-cars, he was mainly 
responsible for starting assembly here 
on a large scale. As concessionaire for 
Dodge cars in Eire and keen member 
of the Irish Motor Traders’ Association, 
bis interest in the motor trade was 
very great. 

Managing Director of John O'Neill, 
Ltd., and Belleek Pottery, Ltd., Mr. 
O’Neill was Chairman of J. Brock- 
house and Co, (Ireland), Ltd., and the 
Irish Ingersoll Manufacturing Co., 
Ltd., and director of Ever-Ready 
(Ireland), Ltd.; Vigzol Lubricants 
(I.F.8.), Ltd.; Montague Burton, 
Ltd.,; the Sabin Clothing Co., Ltd.; 
Irish Ropes, Ltd., and id W. Begge 
and Co., Ltd. 

Mr. O'Neill was formerly a member 
of the Senate. He was also one of 
the original members and one-time 
Chairman of the Dublin Industrial 
Development Association. Mr. C. E. 
McConnell, speaking yesterday of his 
friend, said that no man ever took such 
a keen interest in the development of 
Irish industry as Mr. O'Neill, who had 
shown his interest in a practical way, 
giving both his time and his capital. 

Mr. O’Neill was an ex-President of 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, 
member of the Banking Commission, 
the Currency Commission, the In- 
dustrial Research Council, the National 
Health Society, and the National Hos- 
pital Trustees’ Committee of Manage- 
ment. He was a former Treasurer of 
the Irish White Cross (Children’s 
Relief) Association, Incorporated, and 
was also Chief Scout of the Catholic 
Boy Scouts of Ireland. He was a keen 
Nationalist.
